Rescue Party | 
Finds Bodies 


GIRARDVILLE, Pa, May 6— 
UP)—Four miners trapped by a 
raging fire in an anthracite mine 
500 feet underground were found 
dead today by rescue workers who 
foutht fire and smoke for 50 hours 
to reach them, 


KILLED BY FUMES 


The four men were found 
sprawled in a passageway on the 
second level of the No. 5 colliery 
of the Gilberton Coal Co. Rescue 
workers said they apparently were 
killed by carbon monoxide fumes 
shortly after the fire broke out 
Tuesday night, 

The position of their bodies indi- 
cated that they chose to fight their 


way to safety rather than barri- 
cade themselves behind heavy 
canvas curtains on a lower level to 
await rescuers, 

A five-man rescue team which 
four the bodies said the men were 


lied 


their way 


as they groped 
through choking, poisonous smoke 
toward the main shaft leading 
to safety, Their bodies were found 
800 feet away from the shaft. 

The victims were William 
O'Brien, 53-year-old night shift 
foreman, and three men trapped 
while trying to w him of the 
fire, Raymond Eye, 35; John Wol- 
wok, 34, and William Kelley, 47. 

The same poisonous smoke which 
killed them had prevented res- 
cuers from reaching them. For 
more than two days, fellow miners 
tried to penetrate the smoke-| 
filled depths, but they were thrown 
by the fumes.

ports. 

Thus, there is not only confusion but 
highly ridiculous confusion in a committee 
of parliament itself over this highly vital 
matter. 

No wonder Premier Manning speaks 
somewhat uncertainly. 

Clearly this business of gas export can- 
not be left so absurdly in the air. 

Either Alberta has the right to forbid 
and control export or it has not that right. 
It is necessary to find out definitely and 
finally. 

Only a court of competent jurisdiction 
can make that decision within a reasonable 
limit of time.
